Our  older  nursery  is  located  at  9400  Jones  Mill  Road,  North 
Chevy  Chase,  Md.,  in  the  Rock  Creek  Valley  just  beyond  Chevy 
Chase  Lake.  Direction  signs  have  been  placed  at  the  top  of  the 
hill  on  Connecticut  Avenue  just  beyond  the  lake,  and  at  the 
intersection  of  Jones  Mill  Road  with  the  new  East  and  West 
Bethesaa-Silver  Spring  Highway.  At  this  nursery  splendid  stocks  of  perennials,  annuals, 
and  small  shrubs  are  growing,  and  a  special  selection  of  evergreens  and  other  plants.

The  newer  nursery  is  located  at  Norbeck,  Md.,  about  5  miles  due  north  of  Silver  Spring 
on  the  Brookville  Pike,  commonly  known  as  the  old  Seventh  Street  Pike.  It  can  also  be 
reached  from  Rockville  by  driving  5  miles  due  east,  to  the  intersection  of  the  Norbeck 
Pike  with  the  Brookville  Pike.

Evergreen  Trees 


HE  present  popularity  and  wide  interest  in  evergreen  trees  is  not  a  passing  fad.  There 
is  a  constancy  of  beauty  inherent  in  the  race,  diverse  as  the  members  may  be,  which  is 
peculiarly  appealing  to  citizens  of  sober  tastes  and  solid  circumstances.  There  is  nothing 
cheap  or  tawdry  about  evergreens.  They  settle  into  their  locations  with  an  air  of  dignity 
and  reticence,  developing  slowly  from  their  rounded  juvenile  forms  into  the  stately 
majesty  of  giant  trees.  There  is  no  haste  in  their  growth,  no  vulgarity  in  their  habit, 
and,  except  in  some  of  the  fancy  colored  forms,  there  is  no  hint  of  extravagance  or  showy 
opulence.  The  evergreens  that  are  planted  today  will  be  a  source  of  joy  throughout 
the  long  span  of  their  lives,  and  there  is  nothing  which  will  do  more  to  bring  a  man’s 
memory  into  grateful  reverence  than  evergreen  trees  whose  beauty  and  beneficence  endure 
long  after  he  who  planted  them  has  departed. 

Abies  .  The  Firs 

The  Firs  are  noble  pyramidal  trees  which  often  attain  great  height  combined  with  perfect 
symmetry  of  form.  The  broad,  thick  needles  which  densely  clothe  their  branches  are  most 
attractive  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  and  particularly  in  the  spring  when  the  delicate  new 
growth  is  advancing.  They  like  a  good  moist  soil  and  a  free  exposure  to  the  air  and  sun. 
Abies  concolor.  White  Fir.  This  majestic  tree  ranges  over  the  mountains  from  Oregon  to  New  Mexico.  The 
grayish  green  foliage  sometimes  has  a  distinct  silvery  tint.  Its  long  polished  cones  are  dull  gray-green.  It  is  ex¬ 
tremely  ornamental  and  one  of  the  finest  evergreens  in  cultivation.  2  to  3  feet,  $5;  4  to  5  feet.  $15. 


A.  nordmanniana.  N ordmann  Fir.  This  handsome  tree  comes  from 
the  mountains  of  the  Caucasus  in  southeastern  Europe.  Its  thick,  dense 
foliage  is  dark,  lustrous  green,  silvered  on  the  under  side,  and  the  dark 
brown  cones  are  4  to  6  inches  long.  It  is  a  stately  and  dependable  tree.

This  is  a  family  of  very  beautiful  evergreens,  seldom  of 
large  size  as  seen  in  this  country.

Most  of  the  varieties  of  this  family  have  been 
sold  under  the  name  of  Retinospora.  There  is  no  real  botanical 
family  of  Retinosporas,  but  regardless  of  the  name,  they  are 
all  valuable  garden  and  park  ornaments. 

Chamaecyparis  ericoides.  Heather  Cypress.  This  is 
a  compact  shrub  of  dense,  cedar-like  habit.  It  is  a  form 
of  C.  thyoides.  The  leaves  are  narrow  and  heather-like, 
dull  green  in  summer,  assuming  a  bronzy  tint  in  the 
winter.

C.  filifera.  Thread  Cypress.  A  very  beautiful  and 
graceful  form  of  C.  pisifera,  with  thread-like,  graceful 
branches  of  loose  and  lacy  effect.

Taxus  .  Yew 

The  Yew  trees  have  an  ancient  and  honorable 
history.  Unfortunately,  the  English  Yew  (T.  baccata ) 
does  not  thrive  particularly  well  in  this  country,  but 
its  place  is  taken  by  the  Japanese  Yew  (T.  c  us  pi  data ) 
wrhich  is  perfectly  hardy  and  equally  long  lived  and 
beautiful.  The  Yews  are  unique  among  evergreens 
in  that  they  bear  their  seeds  in  scarlet,  fleshy  berries 
instead  of  in  dry,  brownish  cones. 

Taxus  canadensis.  American  Yew.  A  straggling 
shrub  which  grows  admirably  in  moist,  shady  places.  It 
has  rather  thin  branches,  adorned  with  dense,  dull, 
blackish  green  foliage  and  sparkling  in  autumn  with  its 
scarlet  fruits.  8  to  12  inches,  53;  12  to  18  inches,  54. 


T.  capitata.  U pright  Yew.  This  is  the  most  ad¬ 
mirable  of  the  forms  of  the  Japanese  Yew  (T.  cus pidata) . 
It  assumes  an  erect,  conical  shape,  with  a  central  leader, 
and,  if  properly  trained  and  sheared,  makes  a  magni¬ 
ficent  pyramidal  tree  of  great  beauty  of  foliage  and 
shape.

P.  excelsa.  Norway  Spruce.  This  rapid-growing, 
stiffly  erect  tree  has  horizontal  branches  densely  clothed 
with  strong,  bright  green  branchlets  and  needles.  In 
maturity  it  is  one  of  the  most  picturesque  trees.  18  to

Broad-Leaved  Evergreens 


HIS  is  a  mixed  group  of  exceedingly  handsome  small  trees  and  shrub's 
which  retain  their  foliage  throughout  the  winter  months.  Most  of  them 
bear  attractive  blooms  or  berries,  adding  brilliant  color  to  the  charm  of 
shining  evergreen  foliage.  Belonging  to  many  different  families  of 
plants,  they  vary  widely  in  habit  and  appearance,  but  all  of  them 
are  valuable  for  the  continuous  green  which  they  provide  through¬ 
out  the  months  when  other  trees  and  shrubs  are  bare,  and  are 
greatly  admired  by  people  who  enjoy  the  continuous  sight  of  grow¬ 
ing  things.  Many  of  the  Evergreen  Shrubs  belong  to  the  Heath 
family,  which  includes  the  Azaleas,  Rhododendrons,  Andromedas, 
and  American  Laurel.  This  family  is  particularly  fond  of  acid  or  sour 
soil,  and  to  succeed  with  them  a  site  must  be  selected  or  prepared 
which  provides  the  conditions  which  they  demand.

Azalea  •  Evergreen  Azalea 


The  Azaleas  belong  to  the  Rhododendron  family,  and  most  of  them  are  deciduous,  but  the  two 
Japanese  varieties  described  below  hold  their  leaves  throughout  the  year.  They  are  particularly  floriferous. 
and  cover  themselves  with  a  wonderful  mass  of  bloom  in  early  summer.  Other  Azaleas  are  offered 
among  Deciduous  Shrubs. 


Azalea  amoena.  A  compact,  much-branched  bush 
with  small,  glossy  foliage  which  turns  dark  red  in 
autumn.  The  flowers,  produced  in  late  spring,  are 
reddish  violet  and  cover  the  plants  completely  with  a 
mantle  of  crinkly  bloom.  Attractive  hedges  may  be 
made  by  planting  Amcena  rather  closely  together  in 
a  line.

The  Box  is  a  famous  tree  of  antiquity.  Its  history  goes  back  to  the  beginnings  of  the  race.  Specimen 
trees  and  hedges  of  Box  exist  throughout  the  South  which  were  planted  hundreds  of  years  ago.

It  grows  with  consider¬ 
able  rapidity  until  of  moderate  size,  after  which  it 
develops  more  and  more  slowly  and  takes  on  the 
rounded  contours  of  age.

Deciduous  Shrubs 


HE  dividing-line  between  the  larger  deciduous  shrubs  and  the  smaller  trees 
is  indistinguishable.  Trees  merge  into  shrubs  through  so  many  gradations  and 
variations  of  form  that  any  separation  of  the  two  groups  is  necessarily  arbi¬ 
trary.  Depending  upon  the  size  of  the  area  to  be  planted  and  the  effect  aimed 
for,  some  of  the  smaller  trees  may  be  considered  shrubs  and  some  of  the  larger 
shrubs  may  be  considered  trees.  Thus  these  two  groups  of  plants  so  blend 
together  that  harmonious  and  well-rounded  landscape  effects  can  be  obtained 
in  any  situation. 

On  small  places,  shrubs  may  frequently  take  the  place  of  trees,  forming  the 
permanent  woody  background  which  is  the  framework  of  any  garden  and 
landscape  picture.  A  good  arrangement  of  shrubs  borders  open  stretches  of 
lawn  across  which  they  may  be  viewed,  and,  if  space  permits,  individual 
specimens  of  particularly  handsome  habit  or  beautiful  color  may  be  advan¬ 
tageously  used. 

In  proportion  to  the  beauty  and  protection  they  afford  shrubs  require 
less  care  than  any  other  cultivated  plants,  and  deserve  careful  consideration. 


Abelia  •  Abelia 

Abelia  grandiflora.  Almost  an  evergreen  shrub  in 
this  district,  the  Abelia  is  one  of  the  handsomest  hedge 
and  specimen  plants  which  we  know.  The  small, 
glossy  leaves  glitter  as  if  polished,  and  the  pink-white, 
bell-shaped  dowers,  surrounded  by  reddish  brown 
bracts,  are  produced  continuously  from  midsummer 
until  freezing  weather.

Hardy  Perennials 

LL  GARDENS  depend  to  a  large  extent  upon  Hardy  Perennial  Plants  for  colorful 
effects  and  flowers  for  cutting.  Perennials  differ  from  shrubs  in  that  they  make 
no  permanent,  woody  superstructure.  When  the  frosts  of  autumn  come,  the 
leaves  and  tops  die  to  the  ground,  from  which  they  spring  with  renewed  energy 
into  full  growth  and  bloom  the  following  year.  Perennials  form  the  mainstay  of 
many  old-fashioned  gardens,  from  which  comes  our  inspiration  in  designing  and 
adapting  plantings  to  modern  conditions. 

Almost  every  type  of  flower  and  wide  variation  in  habit  are  found  in  Perennial 
Plants.  In  stature,  they  range  from  dwarf,  creeping  herbs  to  lofty,  6-  to  7-foot 
plants,  like  Hollyhocks  and  Delphiniums.  Among  them  will  be  found  robust, 
bushy  plants  like  Peonies  and  tiny,  gem-like  titbits  to  adorn  rock-gardens  and 
crevices  in  stone  walls.
